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Not n^.’iny of us have ever 
had to make the difficult decision 
to disobey a law and go to prison 
for principles we believe in 
deeply. But throughout the 
lUoC's w'c ex|>ericiu:cJ tills p>aln- 
ful struggle of conscience as wc 
watched others—our sons, our 
brothers, our daughters, or our 
sisters—make decisions about 
tlieir resistance' to the Vietnam 
V\'ar. Sir>ce Apri 1 J 75 1 11ave 
come to know personally two c'^r 
tlu? three, young women in our 
country faced ivith tlie awesome 
responsibility of making a simi¬ 
lar choice. 

A group of churchwomen, 
represcriLing nine denomina¬ 
tional or ecumenical agencies, 
gat lie red in New '/ork City on 
April 15 to discuss reports about 
investigative visits to some 
members of the women's move¬ 
ment bv tlie Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and other law-en¬ 
forcement agencies. These visits 
initially frightened and con¬ 
fused many women in cities 
across the country vvhea had 
never had any previous encoun¬ 
ters with federal agents, and 
who certairdy had not been in¬ 
volved in any illegal activity. 

In Cincinnati. Ohio, for ex¬ 
ample, Ms. ivlargie Robertson, a 
member of the National Organ¬ 
ization for Women, was visited 
by Mary Elizabeth Denn, an 
FBI agent. Ms. Denn was cslen- 
sibiy investigating the where¬ 
abouts or two women who have 
been on tlie FBI's "10 most 
wanted" list for four years— 
Katherine Ann Power and Susan 
Saxe (reportedly seen in the area 
either last August or during the 


week of lanuary 24, 1975). But 
after Ms. Robertson looked at 
pictures of these two fugitives 
and could laot identify them, the 
agent continued to ask her ques¬ 
tions about women in NOW and 
other teminisr groups in Cincin¬ 
nati. She particularly wanted to 
know the names of women's 
groups, tlie names and plmnc 
nurnbcis of the "most radical" 
women beionging to these 
groups, and information 'bout 
any "large rallies" or other fem¬ 
inist activities in the city. Ms. 
Robertson, who at the time was 
nursing a sick baby, said to 
Cincinnati Post reporter Lew 
Moores: "I was tied up in knots. 
She stayed ror about 45 min¬ 
utes. ' 

Our ad hoc Committee of Con¬ 
cern (as we decided to call it) 
heard this report on April 15 
from Ms. Arlie Scott, a member 
of now's National Board of Di¬ 
rectors. She reported that similar 
FBI visits had been made to 
women in Lexington, Kv., Phii- 
adelplha, Pa., Boston, Mass, and 
New Ha\ en and Flartford, Conn. 

Ms. Peggy Billings, assistant 
general secretary of the United 
Methodist ^ Women's Division 
Section of Christian Social Rela¬ 
tions, and chairperson of our 
committee, then began inquiries 
by phone to discern whether or 
not churchwomen had been af¬ 
fected by these FBI probes. Slhe 
found tliat even the Prudence 
Crandall Center for Women, a 
center funded in part by the 
LTtited Church of Christ and 
stalfed by Davida Foy Crabtree, 
an ordained LICC minister, had 
been visited by agents who 
asked: "Who Has access to your 
phones?" 


give out names and phone num¬ 
bers of friends and acquaint¬ 
ances to FBI agents? And yet, as 
we explored the patterns ci the 
visitations more closely, wc 
came to the conclusion that the 
request for and use by the FBI 
of personal information about 
women ^vho are triends, col¬ 
leagues, and members of con- 
SA-iousncss-i aisim; groups and 
churches wudd be dest^uctiv^’.. 

For the Women's Moc'cmcnt 
h.as largely been built upon the 
sort of coniidendality that em¬ 
erges from working together on 
social issues, from sharing p£J~ 
sonal !ire-stories in small groups, 
and from learning to be with 
other women as trusted com¬ 
panions— in a real sense, as new 
sisters. .A.n\' invasic>n of this 
conhdentiality, therefore, r.-m be 
divisive because it creates a spirit 
of suspicion (who gave the FBI 
my name and \vhat did Cnc id 
them about me?) rathe.f' than a 
spirit ot trust (I know she wii! 
protect my privacy). 

These were the kinds of 
worries our Committee ot Con¬ 
cern shared as wc explored tlie 
extent, patterns, and implica¬ 
tions ot the FBI interrogatiorw. 
It was nol long before we dis¬ 
covered our worst fears about 
the impHcalions were real: 7 
women and 1 man in Lexington, 
Ky., and New Idaven, Conn., had 
been imprisoned as a result of 
the FBI activity, and their fam¬ 
ilies and commuiiities of trust 
were consequently splintered, 
harassed and confused. Wanting 
to learn all of the facts of the 
matter wc asked Kristin Gien, 
one of the attorneys for* the two 
women imprisoned in C'onnect- 
icut, to tel! our Committee what

As our Committee discussed 
the situadon, vve realized that at 
first, many of these questions 
may seem harmless.

had happened to her clients. 

Around januaty 1975 ;il lease 
20 FBI agents began question- 
it!g members of women's groups 
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in Connecticut—including Ms. 
Glen's clients^ tilcn Cr'i.’sc, Z‘cr, 
a computer ucluncian, and Tcrrv 
Turgeon, 31, a dcpartiUent store 
clerk. Again, they were osten¬ 
sibly looking for Katherine Ann 
Power and Susan Saxe, because 
tiicy said they had information 
that the fugitives had lived for 
a while in the state utider fhc 
nliascs of Lena Palcy and May 
Kelley. It is important to remem¬ 
ber here that even if some 
women in Ohio or Kentucky or 
Connecticut did know these 
^vomen, those W'ho have testi¬ 
fied before grand juries have 
claimed that, under oath, they 
said they did not know that 
Lena Paley and May Kelley 
were fugitives being sought bv 
the FBI. 

There were women like Ellen 
Grusse and Terry Turgeon, on 
the other hand, who chose to 
exercise their legal right not to 
speak ^v^th the FBI agents about 
themselves or any of their 
fi'icnds. Not becaus*- they had 
athing more to hide than those 
women who did speak with the 
FBI or testify before grand juries. 
But simplv because when the 
FBI agents approached them, the 
word had already spread through 
their communities about the 
intcirog-itions in their city, and 
they c.h.ose as individuals and 
as a group to protect their own 
privacy and the privac'/ of their 
friends. They chose to remain 
silent. 

FBI agenis cannot legally force 
any person to answer their ques¬ 
tions. Time after time, the Fed¬ 
eral Bureau of Investigation has 
gone to Congress and requested 
that they be granted the uovver 
of subpoena, sc that it would be 
iliegai not io answer the ques¬ 
tions of an agent. But, every 
time, Congress has refused the 
Bureau this p)ovver in order to 
protect the citizen, to curb the 
power ot the Executive branch 
of government (the FBI is under 
its jurisdiction), tc reserve sub¬ 
poena power for the courts, and ^ 
thereby pvroicct the proper bal¬ 
ance of power between the

froin any coercive treatment irom 
law enforcement officials. 

in the case of Ms. Grusse and 
Ms. Turgeon, however, the FBI 
agents in.sistcd that their ques¬ 
tions be answered. On January 
24, 1975. they were told by the 
agents, in what amounted to a 
threat, that if they did not talk 
they ^vould be subpoenaed to 
appear before a grand jury to 
answer the same questions. With¬ 
in three days, Ms. Grusse and 
Ms. Burgeon were subpoenaed to 
appear before the grand jury, 
and were required to bring with 
them every bit of evidence about 
their lives and associations—in¬ 
cluding all persona] letters re¬ 
ceived in the last year, as well 
as names and addresses of all of 
their friends and acquaintances. 

It is important to point out 
here that it has never been the 
proper or legal tunction of a grand 
jury to do police work for the 
FBI or any other law enforce¬ 
ment agency. The cnly investiga¬ 
tive function legally alio wed a 
grand jury is that cf investigating 
a specific crime committed within 
its. ownGurifdiction for the sole 
purpose of making a decision 
about whether or nor to indict 
someone tor that crime. It veas 
not a proper function of the New 
Haven grand jury, therefore, to 
use its subpoena power to in¬ 
vestigate for iJic FBi the where¬ 
abouts of fugitives already' 
indicted for a crime allegedly 
committed in Boston, outside of 
its own jurisdiction. When At¬ 
torney Glen asked for what pur¬ 
pose her clients had been sub¬ 
poenaed to appear before the 
grand jury, the foreman of the 
jury originally responded: "'WeTe 
investigating a crime committed 
in Boston/' This statement led 
ai] of the attorneys for the wit¬ 
nesses lo conclude that this T>ai'- 
ticular grand jury had, indeed, 
dearly crossed tiie legal and 
proper lines separating the police 
tunc lions of ihe FE! from its 
own proper investigative func¬ 


tion. 

Disturbe'd by tliis evidcncf of 
coliusion between tlie FBI and 
prc.i(?LUting attorney, Ms. Grusse 
and Ms. Turgeon appeared 
before the grand jury on Jan¬ 
uary 25 and refused to answer 
any questions or disclose ar.v 
iniormation. As a result FBI 
agents began to \'isit the hoines 
of their relatives and friends. We 
learned from one of Ms. Tur- 
geon's sisters, in her sworn 
affidavit, that on January 30 an 
agent visited her at the home of 
her parents and revealed to her 
intimate details of her sisterG 
sexual life and preferences that 
she had not known before and 
had no interest in knowing. She 
said of this visit: "After he re¬ 
vealed this detail of my sister's 
personal life, he said that his 
visit to me would not have been 
necessary if my sister had coop¬ 
erated with him." 

This interrogation was in¬ 
tended, it seems, to embarrass 
Ms. Turgeon to the point where 
she would talk with the agents 
and the grand jury rather than 
ha ve them con lira le to so harviss 
her relatives. FJedher she nor 
her family succumbed to such 
coercion, however. Scvetal mem¬ 
bers of our Committee of Con¬ 
cern met her paients in the fed¬ 
eral courtroom in New Haven 
during the most recent grand 
;ury proceedings, and we dis¬ 
covered lliat they' continue to 
supi.Kwt their daugl^tcr. At one 
point in t!ic proceedings, Mr. 
Furiuion hooked at nuy shook lu*. 
head, and said; "This is terrible, 
just terrible." 

Ms. Grusse and Ms. Turgeon 
appeared before the grand ivup^ 
another two times before their 
open hearings on .i civil contempt 
charge began. During tfiese pro¬ 
ceedings, they discovered ihat 
their personal, civil and legal 
rights \vcre not protected by the 
court because of the way 
which the grand jury prcniess

ad\’ice aDout their te^tiniony 
without leaving the court room 
to talk to their attorneys. Ques¬ 
tions cf a deeply persona! nature 
that would not be perriiissible in 
a regular court of law \vcrc ad¬ 
missible before a grand jurv. And 
a!i of the evidence presented by 
tne prosecuting attornev to the 
pudge in a grand jury proceed¬ 
ing IS held in secret. Neither Ms. 

rus.se, Ms. Turgeon or their 
lawvers had access to the so- 
called evidence presented in 
secret affidavits by the FBI. 

On February 13, Ms. Crusse 
ai'.d Ms. Turgeon again chose to 
remain silent, and v/cre conse¬ 
quently granted use-immunity. 
Lnder the provision of the Or¬ 
ganized Crime Control Act of 
whuch for the first time 
aiiowed use-imrramity to be 
granted, the witness is compelled 
to give up her right to the Fifth 
A-vcud7ncvt in return for the 
assurance that her testimony 
canneU be used to p^rosecute her 
tor a crime. Use-immunity, how¬ 
ever, ‘does not guarantee thar she 
v.ill net he indicted on the basis 
ot someone eiseT testimony 
(whose name and address and 
phone number she was forced to 
reveal.'). Nor does ic Prevent her 
O'A'n testimony from being used 
Nu indicting sorr'ieone 
Cise. or from t;eing used to inter¬ 
rogate llic vvitne.ss's friends, fami- 
dv and acquaintances. Vet, the 
most disturbing discoverv that 
Ms. Crusse and Ms. Turgeon 
■ made about use-immunitv '.vas 
tnat tney could not Icjniilv rc- 
tuse it. Tl'icy either had to accept 
it or be cited for contempt and 
jailed. 

On March 5, ISO'S, they went 
to jail. Judge jon O. Nenmian 
had held them in civil contempt 
and senrcnceu thorn to prison for 
ihc rest of Ine grand jury's life. 

iiiuge Nevvirtan could have 
nUd them in criminal contempt, 
>vi*Mch would ha\'e granted them 
the due process promised to 
every citizen; a trial by jury be¬ 


fore being inflicted with im¬ 
prisonment if found guilty. But 
tor a civil contcmin charge, no 
trial is necessary, sn lact, a per¬ 
son can oe sentenced to prison 
for the IS-month life of one 
grand jury, released, re-siib- 
poenaed to appear before a new 
gra.nd jury, held in civil ron.tempt 
again, and then re-sentenced to 
p'^rison for the I S-month life of 
the new grand jury---all vvithoul 
ever having been charged with or 
indicted for any crime! 

All of this happened, in fact, 
to Ellen Grusse and Terry Tur¬ 
geon. On Api'il 1, the day they 
were released from Niantic 
WomenT prison in Connecticut, 
they were met at the prison 
gates by the Federal marshall 
who re-subpoenaed them to ap¬ 
pear before a new grand jury on 
May 6. And on June 6, 1975, 
they were re-sentenced by Judge 
Newman to aa additional 17 
months in prison. 

On the day Judge Newman 
was to decide upon their sen¬ 
tence, the National Council of 
Churches filed an Amicus (Friend 
of the Court) Brief on behalf of 
cilcn Grusse and lerrv Furgeon. 
Jhe Brief requested tliey not be 
sentenced to any further impris¬ 
onment, saying: "'There is every 
indication that these women are 
sincere people . . . citizens who 
n'laintain deepb/ neid feelings 
thai: the right to privacy, to con- 
ti>.tcrii iaii ty in human relation¬ 
ships, is a sacred riglit. . . . 

" At the same time, their be¬ 
liefs are no physical march for 
tne power of the government to 
punisn their iailure to testify. 
This Court has the physical 
po\\'er to say: "Vou Vvill be put 
m jaii and kept there until you 
talk. In such a situation, the 
greaier the witness's moral com¬ 
mitment to silence, to confiden¬ 
tiality in human relations, the 
greater the possibility of per¬ 
petual incarceration. ... It is re¬ 
soundingly offensive to the gen- 
eraliy accepted sense of fairness 
of our society that a person w'ho 
nas commuied no criminal act, 
has not been convicted by a jury 
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of her peers, nor even charged, 
with any criniA^ because of 
nuTsI comnutment be placed in 
jaii and retuioQd to jail by means 
of successive grand juries." 

These arguments had no legal 
effect. Yet they expressed clearly 
the convictions of members of 
the Committee of Concern. For 
in the course of our own visits 
to tnc four open hearings on the 
civil contempt charge, we grew 
to respect Ms. Grusse and Ms. 
Turgeon for taKing a principled 
stand over-against what they 
call the "'unprincipled tactics" of 
tne FBI agents and the unconsti¬ 
tutional dimensions of many of 
the grand jury laws VVe grew to 
understand that these two wom¬ 
en had Deen so shocked by what 
could legally happen to them— 
or to anyone—that they were 
willing to stand up and make a 
test case of their situation. We 
grew' to trust their decision to 
go to prison rather than cooperate 
with grand jury laws that can 
and do violate basic personal, 
civil, and legal liberties. 

Ellen Grusse and Terry fur- 
geon are now in Niantic’Wom¬ 
en's Prison, in Connecticut. Five 
wm>!nen and one man were im¬ 
prisoned lor four months in 
Lexington as a result of a similar 
IBI and grand jury process in 
Kentucky. Jiii Raymond, 20 
years old, will remain in the 
Franktort County jai! in that 
state for at least another nine 
months. Wumen in Ne^v i laven 
and other cities are stili receiving' 
visits from the Fol, so that new 
grand juries;--and new imprison- 
men rs—-may continue to occur. 

While most of us will never 
be forced to m.ake a decision to 
go to prison for principles vve 
believe in deeply, vve must now' 
confront both tne courage and 
the suffering of some of our 
sisters As Chriscian w'ornen, our 
own faith-principles demand that 
we take a stand with our sisters 
and witness outside the prison 
gates to the love lor us that is 
revealed in tl\eir resistance to 
injustice. Their silence demands 
W'o speak.

' Susan Saxe, former Albani¬ 
an whose murder and bank 
robbery trial in Boston, Mass., 
has been tentatively set for 
next month, now has two at¬ 
torneys, who filed pre-trial 
motions late last week, it was 
learned Tuesday. 

The 26-year-old militant 
feminist is represented by at¬ 
torneys Nancy Gertner and 
Thomas Shapiro, both of the 
Boston firm of Silverglate, 
Shapiro and Gertner. 

Gertner appeared for Saxe 
at her June 23 arraignment, 
when the defendant pleaded 
innocent to first degree mur¬ 
der and twOxuuiilj' uf armed 


robbery in connection with a 
$26,000 holdup of a Boston 
bank in September, 1970. Pa¬ 
trolman Walter E. Schroeder, 
responding to the holdup call, 
was fatally shot. 

During her initial appear¬ 
ance in Suffolk County 
(Mass.) Superior Court, Saxe 
’ was represented by Gertner • 
solely for the arraignment. 
Thereafter, she was without 
counsel until recently, when 
the court was notified that 
Gertner is her attorney of re¬ 
cord. 

A representative of the law 
firm confirmed Tuesday that 
Gertner has returned to the 
case and said Shapiro is also 
representing Saxe. The 
^spokesman said pre-trial mo¬ 


tions were filed Friday, but 
declined to divulge their na¬ 
ture. 

First Asst. Dist. Atty John 
Gaftoey was reported ill and 
unavailable for comment A 
member of his staff said any 
information on motions must 
Ibe obtained from Gaffney, 
who is prosecuting the case. 

Saxe, held at Worcester 
County House of Correction, 
was transferred to Massachu¬ 
setts after she appeared in 
federal court in Phdadelphia, 
June 9, to plead guilty to 
charges stemming from a 
bank robbery in that city and 
the bombi ng of a Newbury- 
port Massifamo^, both in 
1970. She was assured of re- 
ceivingnomoreflian lOyMfs 
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\ In prison and awaits senteno-

Attorneys Catherine G. Ror- 
/ aback of New Haven, Conn., 

and David Rudovsky of Phila¬ 
delphia, represented Saxe in 
the federal court case, but 
subsequently bowed out of the 
defense. 

■njere were unofficial re¬ 
ports thereafter that the lesbi¬ 
an community, of which Saxe 
has proclaimed herself a 
•memter, was seeking funds to 
retain counsel for the defend¬ 
ant, who would otherwise have 
teen given the choicej f repre- 
senting herl^II^mng tri^ or 
P 1071^ accepting services of a court- 
I Q appointed lawyer. 
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Gaffney, considered a tal¬

The three men and two 
women were styled by 
police as ‘‘a band of urban 
guerrillas’’ dedicated to 
the cause of fighting the 

establishment. 


According to the . FBI, ’ 
Power drove one of the 
two getaway cars , and 
Saxe toted a .30 caliber 
rifle inside the bank. Vic¬ 
tims said it was a woman 
with a carbine who an¬ 
nounced, '‘This is a hold¬ 
up.” 

Several shots were fired 
at random in the bank 
when the five employes 
and 12 customers didn’t 
move fast enough to suit 
the robbers. 

testifying later 
at Gilday’s trial, said Gil¬ 
day was the “outside man” 
who shot Shroeder when 
the officer got out of his 
cruiser and approached 
the bank. Valeri said Gil¬ 
day carried a sub-machine 
gun. , 

Valeri said the robbery 
was carried out to help fi¬ 
nance a revolutionary war 
against the established 
order of society. 

He also said that he, 
Bond, Gilday and the two 
women staged the raid on 
the Newburyport Armory 
jo “disru pt the military.” 

But Valeri said that he 
himself didn’t believe in 
the cause. He said he was 
in it for the money. 

The day of the Allston 
holdup, police learned, 
Power bought a red 
Volkswagen at a Boston 
agency, paying cash. She 
and Saxe drove it to Phil¬ 
adelphia, where it was 
found abandoned. Then 
they vanished. " 

A week earlier, accord¬ 
ing to investigators, Saxe 
bought $500 worth of guns 
and ammunition at two 
sporting goods stores ip. 
Portland, Ore. 

[ Power, police said, had 
attended a Black Panther 
meeting in Philadelphia 
Sept. 5, four days after the* 
bank holdup in that city. 

Power is from Denver, 
Golo., and Saxe from Al¬ 
bany, N.Y. Both were 
gently-reared offspring of 
well-to-do families. They 
met aSv students ^t Bran- 
deis Universitv. ■■■ 


.Power had been a prize- 
winning senior at high 
school in Denver and 
wrote several “Voice of 
Youth” columns for the 
Denver Post. She was a 
sociology major at Bran- 
deis, a senior at the time 
of the Schroeder murder. 

Saxe majored in English 
and American literature at 
Brandeis and graduated 
magna cum laude in 1970. 
She was a transfer student 
f^m Syracuse University, 
where he field was jour¬ 
nalism. T '■ ■ 

Both were considered 
brilliant students, and 
" both were politically ac¬ 
tive on campus, thougji at 
the time neither believed 
in violence as a means of 
achieving progress or im¬ 
proving conditions. 

With Bond, they were 
involved with the National 
Strike Information Center, 
set up in 1970 after the US 
incursion into Cambodia to 
coordinate student demon¬ 
strations at colleges 
around the country. , ■ : ^ 

After graduating^ Saxe 
stayed on at Brandeis 
through the summer as a 
participant in a special in¬ 
stitute and also to work at 
the NSIC. 

Power, meanwhile, was 
involved in a futile at¬ 
tempt to keep the infor¬ 
mation center alive. It was 
dying from lack of funds 
and manpower, and was 
being evicted by Brandeis. 

She and other students 
filed suit against the uni¬ 
versity, but their case was 
dismissed. The next day 
Saxe left the campus, tell¬ 
ing friends she was going 
to Oregon. She moved into 
an apartment in Portland 
Sept. 1. 

Power left for, San 
Francisco in mid-Septem¬ 
ber, saying she was going 
to attend a student confer¬ 
ence. She stopped over in 
Denver during the plane 
trip to visit her parents. 

It was at that time that 
Saxe, according to police, 
made a large purchase of 
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Portland. She was said to 
have been accompanied by 
a blonde girl. Power’s 
hair, however, is brown. 

Saxe’s landlady said she 
saw her leaving her apart¬ 
ment on Sept. 18 carrying 
a large suitcase and ac¬ 
companied by a blonde. 
Power had reportedly 
been seen the day before 
at a political meeting at 
Brandeis. 

After the Schroeder 
murder the trail of the. 
two girls led to Philadei-^ 
phia and there it ended. 
They simply dropped out 
of sight. There was not a 
single clue to their where¬ 
abouts. 


At first it was widely 
believed they had fled 
abroad, possibly to Alge¬ 
ria. If they had, and be¬ 
lieved themselves safe 
from repatriation, they 
would surface, authorities 
thought. But they never 
did. 

A letter, purportedly 
from both girls, appeared 
later in an underground 
newspaper in Washington. 

It Said they were *‘pre- 
pared to continue the 
struggle for the freedom 
of all political prisoners in 
Pig A merika.’* 

There was much doubt, 
however, whether PoweK. 

Saxe actually wrote ^ 
the letter. In any case, it >

It was not until early 
this year that their trail 
began to, come into view. 
Saxe and Power, using the 
names of Lenora Paley 
and Maureen Kelly, had 
been in Windsor Locks, 
Torrington and Hartford, 
Conn., for periods of 1972, 
1973 and 1974, according 
.to policy . 


They drove a 1^65 red 
Volkswagen, the FBI 
learned, and worked at 
various odd jobs, as res¬ 
taurant cooks and in a 
nursing home. They rode 
10 -speed bikes and read 
the New York Times every 
day. 

They made friends, 
joined feminist groups, 
and melted into the life of 
working girls in the vari¬ 
ous communities where 
they took up residen ce. 

A year ago they were 
reported to have left Hart¬ 
ford abruptly, perhaps be¬ 
cause they had seen a 
newspaper article about 
them and feared they 
would be recognized. 


They returned to Tor¬ 
rington for about two 
months, then sold their car 
and bought one-way bus 
tickets to Lexington, Ky. 
They apparently spent 
four months there last 
Summer, living near the 
University of Kentucky 
campus.

Susan Edith Saxe, one of the 
FBI’s 10 most wanted fugitives, who 
had eluded police for nearly five 
years, was arrested last night on a 
busy street corner in downtown 
Philadelphia. 

Miss Saxe, 26, was arrested by 
a Philadelphia policeman who rec¬ 
ognized her from updated photo- 
gas^hs and descriptive material dis¬ 
tributed yesterday by the FBI. 

An unidentified female compan¬ 
ion ^ walking with Miss Saxe near 
i2th and Chestnut streets also was 
detained, briefly questioned and re- 
leased. ^ 

The whereabouts of Katherine 
Apu Power, who is believed to have 
beea±;=Miss Saxe’s constant com¬ 


panion since they attended Brandeis 
University, was not immediately 
I known, an FBI spokesman in Wash- 
^ ington said. 

The women were being sought 
for their alleged participation in the 
robbery of the State Street Bank 
and Trust Co. in AUston on Sept. 23, 
1970. During the holdup, Boston . 
Patrolman Walter A. Schroeder was< 
shot and killed.
